DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
1/8/2010 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 7-1 0, 1 2-22, 24-27, 29-46, and 48-61 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or suggest a process for applying a coating on at least one main face of 
an optical lens comprising subjecting said main face to a corona discharge or 
atmospheric plasma treatment, dipping the optical lens in a curable coating, and curing 
the layer of curable coating, wherein the optical lens is carried by a lens holder having 
first and second arms and the optical lens is held only by the second end portions of 
the first and second arms.
